Report  of  Trustees  of  Town  Library. 


In  submitting  the  twelvth  annual  report  of  the  Town  Library, 
the  trustees  are  pleased  to  say  that  after  a  recent  and  thorough 
examination  of  the  contents  of  the  Library,  they  find  all  the 
books  in  good  order.  No  volumes  have  been  lost  or  seriously 
damaged  during  the  year.  Two  books,  worn  out  by  repeated 
handling,  have  been  discarded.  A  dozen  or  more  have  been 
withdrawn  for  a  time,  and  sent  with  the  unbound  numbers  of 
periodical  magazines,  to  the  Dartmouth  Bindery. 

The  circulation  has  fallen  below  the  record  of  some  previous 
years.  The  number  of  books  issued  is  2416  reaching  102  fami- 
lies. Various  causes  may  be  assigned  for  these  variations  in  the 
number  of  books  loaned  and  corresponding  change  in  the  num- 
ber of  readers.  Such  fluctuations  are  found  in  the  history  of 
most  libraries. 

In  making  additions  to  the  Library  the  trustees  have  sought 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  community,  by  purchasing  such  books 
as  are  called  for,  keeping  mind  the  claim  of  juvenile  readers  as 
well  as  adults.  The  growing  interest  in  agricultural  education 
and  the  practical  application  of  science  in  the  improvement  ot 
the  soil  has  led  the  trustees  to  purchase  several  treatises  of 
special  value  to  farmers.  Books  of  this  class  are  often  expen- 
sive and  they  ought  to  be  within  the  reach  of  all  who  are  seek- 
ing information  on  matters  so  vitally  connected  with  our  agri- 
cultural prosperity. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  volumes  and  two 
pamphlets  have  been  added  to  the  Library  ;  of  this  number, 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  were  purchased,  and  nine  were  the 
gift  of  friends.  The  names  of  the  latter  with  names  of  the  do-

Including  these  recent  additions  the  whole  number  of  volumes 
in  the  Library  is  two  thousand  and  ten.  We  also  receive  the 
monthly  issues  of  Harper's  Magazine,  the  Century,  the  New 
Englander  and  the  Wide  Awake. 

The  need  of  more  ample  accommodations  for  the  Library  and 
its  patrons  which  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  has 
prompted  an  effort  on  the  part  of  Trustees,  which  promises  very 
gratifying  results.  The  expression  of  a  desire  to  erect  a  building, 
which  shall  furnish  suitable  apartments  for  the  Library  and  a 
reading  room  has  awakened  a  wide  interest,  and  moneys  pledged 
and  contributions  have  been  furnished  in  sufficient  sums  to  war- 
rant the  undertaking.  An  eligible  site  has  been  purchased,  plans 
adopted,  materials  gathered  and  the  foundations  placed.  Should 
no  unexpected  hindrances  arise  the  building  will  be  completed 
within  a  few  months.  We  shall  then  be  in  a  condition  to  welcome 
such  contributions  for  the  enlargement  and  perfection  of  our

THE  THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Trustees  of  the  Town  Library. 


No  material  changes  in  the  management  of  the  Town  Library, 
have  occured  during  the  year.  The  prevailing  sickness  which 
has  diminished  the  attendance  at  church  and  school,  has  hin- 
dered the  circulation  of  the  Library.  Over  two  thousand  vol- 
umes, 2081,  have  been  issued,  entertaining  and  instructing  nine- 
ty families.  There  would  undoubtedly  be  an  enlargement  in  the 
number  drawing  books  from  the  Library,  if  our  citizens  could 
be  persuaded  to  visit  the  room  and  spend  a  few  hours  examining 
the  collection,  already  rich  in  some  departments  and  annually 
becoming  more  valuable  through  the  generosity  of  friends  and 
the  purchases  of  the  Trustees. 

One  hundred  and  ten  volumes  of  books,  two  of  charts  and 
one  Review  have  been  added  to  the  Library  this  year.  Of  thj 
books  seventy-five  were  obtained  by  purchase  and  the  others  by 
donation.

The  expectation,  expressed  by  the  Trustees  in  the  last  Annual 
Report,  of  providing  ample  and  permanent  accommodations  for 
the  Library,  in  a  new  building,  has  been  fulfilled.  A  neat  and 
substantial  structure  of  granite,  after  plans  furnished  by  Messrs. 
Means  &  Gilbert,  architects,  44  by  22  feet  with  an  annex  30  by 
10  feet,  is  now  finished.  The  building  contains  two  rooms, 
with  wood  closet  and  wide  entries,  all  of  which  are  finished 
in  plain  styles  in  the  natural  colors  of  the  wood.  The  win- 
dows set  high  in  the  walls  extend  upward  to  the  ceiling  giving 
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excellent  light  and  easy  ventilation.  The  Library  will  occupy  the 
room  on  the  west  side.  The  furniture  will  soon  be  in  position, 
and  the  books  can  be  transferred  to  the  new  quarters  whenever 
circumstances  shall  favor.  This  valuable  and  pleasing  addi- 
tion to  our  public  buildings  has  been  erected  at  an  expense  in- 
cluding cost  of  land  and  furniture  of  thirty-two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  Of  this  sum  twelve  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  were 
contributed  without  solicitation  by  natives  of  Amherst  or  of 
natives  descendants  livingelsewhere.  Most  gratifying  evidence 
of  their  grateful  attachment  to  the  home  of  their  childhood. 
Without  this  aid  the  building  must  have  been  of  modester  pro- 
portions and  more  perishable  materials.  The  land  and  build- 
ings, in  effect  a  gift  to  the  town,  are  held  in  trust,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  inhabit  ants,  subject  only  to  such  conditions  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  a  public  Library. 

The  room  on  the  east  end  of  the  building  is  airy  and  lighted 
by  large  windows.  When  fitted  up  with  suitable  furniture  it 
would  make  an  admirable  reading  room,  which  might  be  main- 
tained in  connection  with  the  Library  without  much  additional 
cost.  Whether  such  an  arrangement  shall  be  made,  must  be  de- 
termined by  the  wishes  of  our  citizens.  The  benefits  of  such  a 
room  accessible  to  all  at  suitable  hours,  will  be  appreciated  by 
those  who  seek  a  wider  range  of  information  than  any  single 
newspaper  affords,  and  by  those  who  otherwise  have  no  oppor- 
tunity to  see  the  larger  periodicals  of  this  age.  As  a  resource 
for  such  as  have  leisure  and  a  safeguard  against  temptation,  it 
will  repay  the  small  outlay  required  for  its  support  by  the  com- 
munity. A  manifestation  of  the  same  public  spirit  which  has 
helped  the  Library  in  popular  favor  would  undoubtedly  make 
the  reading  room  a  success. 

In  concluding  their  report  the  Trustees  desire  to  put  on  record 
a  distinct  recognition  of  the  uniform  consideration  and  courtesy 
manifested  by  the  successive  boards  of  Selectmen,  during  the 
thirteen  years  in  which  the  Library  has  been  kept  in  its  present 
location.  The  accumulation  of  books  has  contracted  their  ac- 
commodations and  the  pressure  of  our  patrons  in  the  reception 
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and  delivery  of  books  in  the  hours  of  their  sessions  has  often 
subjected  them  to  serious  inconvenience,  buttheyhave  not  com- 
plained of  the  annoyance  but  endured  the  interruption  with 
commendable  patience.  For  this  and  other  expressions  of  good 
will  to  the  Library  and  its  operations  we  return  our  thanks.

THE  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

Trustees  of  the  Town  Library. 

The  shelves  and  furniture  of  the  new  library  building 
were  set  in  order  soon  after  the  publication  of  the  last 
report  and  the  books  were  transferred  to  their  new  quar- 
ters at  the  earliest  practicable  period.  On  the  29th  of 
April,  interesting  public  exercises  were  held  in  the  Town 
hall,  including  a  well  digested  discourse  on  books  by  Rev. 
Mr.  McGown,  and  animated  addresses  by  other  gentlemen 
from  abroad,  followed  by  a  service  of  dedication  in  the 
library  itself.  As  the  exercises  of  dedication  have  since 
been  published,  no  farther  record  is  needed. 

The  apartment  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  library,  after  an 
experience  of  ten  months,  is  found  well  suited  to  its  pur- 
poses. The  room  is  ample,  well  lighted  and  convenient. 
The  shelves,  compact  and  easy  of  access,  will  hold  nearly 
three  thousand  volumes.  The  place  already  assumes  a 
homelike  aspect  and  the  trustees  have  much  satisfaction  in 
that  the  library  has  now  a  home  ;  a  home  to  which  we  can 
invite  our  citizens  and  strangers  with  pleasure ;  a  home  to 
which  we  can  ask  them  to  entrust  their  treasures — books, 
periodicals,  historical  papers,  letters  or  souvenirs  of 
patriotic  events.  They  would  welcome  any  documents  of 
local  interest,  photographs  and  memorials  of  deceased  an- 
cestors and  of  men  distinguished  in  the  State,  in  a  word, 
whatever  pertains  legitimately  to  the  history  of  the  town 
and  its  families.  Many  articles  of  this  character  may  thus 
be  preserved  to  which  another  generation  will  attach  much 
value. 

The  trustees  are  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
the  following  articles  for  the  use  and  embellishment  of  the 
building .  A  nicely  finished  walk  of  soapstone  is  the  joint 
contribution  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Belden  and  Mr.  James  Coch- 
ran   the  former  furnishing  the  materials,  and  the  latter 
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the  skilled,  labor  required  in  placing  it,  Mrs.  Albert  A. 
Rotch  has  provided  a  handsome  mammoth  burner  which 
illuminates  the  main  room  sufficiently;  Miss  P.  E.  McKean 
has  presented  a  framed  engraving,  the  head  of  Bayard  Tay- 
lor; Mrs.  Catherine  Steele  has  given  a  framed  autograph  let- 
ter of  John  Farmer  which  is  of  permanent  local  interest  ;Mrs. 
Davis  has  given  a  stand  and  book  tray  for  the  convenience 
of  the  librarian,  and  Mrs.  E.  D  Boylston  has  provided  a 
bowl,  pitcher  and  basin  for  the  washstand.  A  portrait  of 
Hon.  C.  H.  Atherton,  by  Stuart,  the  gift  of  Mis.  Fiances 
M.  Hill  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  adorns  the  southern  wall  of 
the  largest  apartment. 

Of  books,  the  trustees  gratefully  acknowledges  the 
receipt  of  the  following  valuable  donations  :

The  works  of  John  Ruskin,  12  Vols.,  were  purchased  with  the 
money  presented  last  year  by  Edward  B.  Eaton,  Esq.,  Newton, 
Mass. 

The  trustees  have  purchased  the  large  town  and  city 
atlas  of  New  Hampshire  published  by  Hurd  &  Co.,  Boston, 
and  also  one  hundred  miscellaneous  books,  making  an 
addition  to  our  lists  of  one  hundred  and  forty  volumes, 
besides  magazines  and  pamphlets. 

Seventy  families  have  drawn  books  from  the  library,  and 
twenty-three  hundred  and  eighty-four  volumes  have  been 
issued  by  the  librarian. 

In  the  first  report  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  a  printed  list  of  books 
suitable  for  use  in  the  formation  of  new  libraries  is  given, 
with  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  the 
same.  On  examination  of  this  repot,  with  its  judicious 
and  helpful  recommendations,  the  trustees  are  gratified  to 
observe,  that  most  of  the  authors  named  by  the  commis- 
sioners are  already  represented  on  our  shelves,  and  that 
the  methods  of  management  are  not  essentially  unlike 
th^se  adopted  by  us. 

The  commissioners  speak  of  the  value  of  the  books 
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printed  and  distributed  to  the  towns  by  the  Hate,  and  the? 
importance  of  strict  measures  for  their  preservation;  a 
matter  which  has  been  very  generally  neglected,  and  the- 
books  consequently  lost  or  scattered  beyond  recall.  They 
are  also  at  pains  to  enlarge  on  the  value  of  the  Town 
library  as  an  auxiliary  of  the  school  in  the  work  of  popular 
education.  This  point  deserves  the  consideration  of 
parents  and  teachers.  The  attention  of  scholars  may  be 
directed  to  such  reading  as  will  aid  and  enlarge  their  un- 
derstanding of  the  topics  they  study.  By  so  doing,  they 
will  not  only  gain  valuable  information  but  what  is  of 
higher  advantage,  acquire  habits  of  intelligent  investiga- 
tion. A  well  selected  library  provides  the  choicest 
materials  for  advancement  in  learning. 

Before  closing  this  report,  the  trustees  desire  to  say,  that 
they  have  sought  to  anticipate  the  wants  of  our  citizens 
and  to  make  the  library  attractive  to  all.  To  this  end  they 
have  allowed  visitors  free  access  to  the  shelves — a  privilege 
that  all  lovers  of  books  highly  appreciate,  but  which  few 
librarians  have  granted.  It  is  a  privilege  which  may 
be  abused  through  thoughtlessness  or  wrong  habits,  but 
whatever  the  occasion  of  the  abuse,  the  privilege  cannot  be 
continued  unless  the  printed  notices  are  carefully  observed. 
It  is  also  indispensable  to  the  successful  working  of  the 
library  in  the  reception  and  delivery  of  books,  that  the 
librarian  have  time  to  enter  the  date  and  numbers  of  books 
selected  by  our  readers,  and  that  her  attention  be  directed 
to  the  card  numbers  when  they  are  returned.  A  consider- 
ation of  her  convenience  would  lighten  her  labors  and 
facilitate  the  movements  of  all.
